Personal Appearance of John Hancock 


One who saw John Hancock in June, 1782, 
relates that he had the appearance of advanc- 
ed age. He had been repeatedly and severe- 
ly afflicted with the gout ; probably owing in 
|part to the custom of drinking panch,—a| 
| common practice, in high circles, in those 
days. As recollected at this tine, Gov. Han- 
| cock was nearly six feet in hight, and of thin 
| person, stooping a little, and apparently en- 
feebled by disease. His manners were very 
gracious, of the old style of dignified compla- 


isance. His face had been very handsome. 
Dress was adapted quite as much to be orna- 
mental as useful. Gentlemen wore wigs 
when abroad, and, commatily, caps when at | 
home. At this time, about noon, Hancock 
was dressed in a red velvet cap, within which | 
was one of fine linen, The latter was turn- 
ed up over the lower edge of the velvet atte, |

Milton wrote the “Paradise Lost,” near the 
close of his life and when he was totally 
blind. : 

Dryden did more towards placing his repu- 
tation as a Poet on a permanent basis, during 
the last ten years of his life, thaft he had ev- | 
er done before. And, incredible though it 
may seem, the most splendid monument of 
his genius—*“AlJexander’s Feast”—was erect- 
ed as a means. of procuring his daily bread, 
and when he was nearly seventy yéats of age. 

At the time of Burke’s decease,—which 
took place in his sixty-eighth year —his schol- 
arship and oratorical power were not in the | 
least impaired. Locke, the celebrated meta- 
physician, retired from the press at the age of 
seventy, not for want of mental power—this 
was unabated to the last—but om account of 


' physical suffering. Critical acumen, sttirical 


power, and editorial tact were as_manifest in 
Gifford, when seventy years old, as at any 
previous time. Cornaro, who at the age of 
forty was nearly ruined by his vices, at length 
roused himself, adopted a fenrperate fegimen, 
and lived to the advanced dge of ninety-eight 
years. When eighty-three years old he is- 
sued a treatise, which has been repeatedly 
translated and pwblished in every country in 
Europe 

The last production from his pen of any im- 
portance, taade its appearance when he had 
reached his ninety-fifth year. The mental 
power of Adam Clark was never greater than 
when he was sevenfy years old. Nor was 
the poetic fire of Waller ever more ardent 
than when he had attained his eighty-second 
year. At the age of eighty-five Newton was 
not only employed in improving previous pro- 
ductions, but marking out new fields of in- 
qury. The following statement respecting 
himself, was made by Rev. John Wesley, as 
he entered on his eighty-fifth year: “How 
little have I suffered yet from the rush 
of namerous years. It is true that [ am not

Ths Eruption of Btra. 
Malta, Sept. 3, 

The continued eruption of Mount Etna is 
the ¢hief topic of the day. A gentlenta wri. 
ting from Catalina on the Ist inst., says: 

Zafarana has been, and still is, in considé 
able danger; by last accounts the lava was at 
a very Short distance from it; and apparently 
nothing but the interposition of Providence 
could save it. The soil on the sides of Etna 
is full of undulations, in dome places mete 
hillocks, in others hills, caused by lava of 
scorie from previous eruptions. The iava, 
as it flows on in its downward course, is nat~ 
urally turned aside by these undulations or ir- 
regnlarities, and some hill or obstacle may 
possibly turn aside the lava ere it reach Zas 
farana. I may here mention that it is caleue 
lated the course of the lava since the erup- 
tion first broke out, is, owing fo its devious 
course, canséd by the undulations alluded te 
above, full 16 miles, while the distance ing 
straight line does not exeeed three miles; 
The first stream of lava, after nearly reaching 
Zafarana, suddenly ceased, as if the eruption

Yesterday evening and the whole of to-day 
Catania has been visited by a heavy shower 
of biack ashes from the mountain, to such an 
extent that it is perfectly disagreeable to be 
in the streets. Owing to this cloud of ashes 
the mountain has been nearly invisible to us: 
but we are warned by the continuous heavy 
explosions that it is stil] ina very active state. 

Curiosity has carried, and ‘is still daily car- 
rying, a large number of Cetanese to Zafara na; 
there, however, little more than the stream of 
Java is visible. I made a trip on Saturday 
afternoon to Tre Castagne, three hours’ drive 
distant from Catania, thence on mules and on 
foot through the Bosco and over the lava‘o 
1£19 to the summit of Monte Pumiciary, a 
trip of four hours and a half. From its sum- 
mit we had a glorious sight of the two newly 
formed craters, casting up enormous red-hot 
masses under our feet; and we could trace 


the whole source of the different streams of 


java from the source to Zafarann. The trip 
there and back took 16 honrs. I would rec- 
ommend it to any one wishing reslly to see 
what ap eruption is.

Before the year 1800 there-was not a 
single steamboat in existence, and the appli- 
cation of steam to machinery was unknown. 
Fulton launched the first steamboat in 1807. 
Now there are three thoasand steamboats 
traversing the waters of America, and the 
time saved in travel is equal to seycnty per 
cent. The rivers of every country in the 
world nearly, are traversed by steamboats. 
In 1200 there was not a single railroad in the 
world. In the United States alone there is 
now 8,797 miles of railroad, costing #236,000,- 
006 to baitd, and about 22,000 miles of rail- 
road in England and America. The locomotive 
will now travel in as many hours, a distance 
which in 1800 required as many days to ac= 
complish. In 1800 it took weeks to convey 
intelligence between Philadelphia and New 
Orleans; now it can be accogtplished in min- 
utes through the electric telegraph, whic! 
only had its beginning in $348, Yoltaism 
was discovered in march, 1800; the electro 
magnet in 1821. Electrotyping was discov- 
ered only a few years ago. 

Hoe,s printiig press, capable of printing 
10,000 copies an hour, is a very retent dis- 
covery. Gas light was tnknown in [200; 
now nearly every city and town of any pre- 
tence are lighted with it, and we have the 
announcement of a still greater discovery, by

Daguerre communicated to the world his 
beartifel invention in 1839. Gun cotton and 
chloroform are discovenes but of a few years 
'old. Astronomy has added a number of new 
planets to the solar system. Agricultural 
| chemistry bas enfarged the domain of know]l- 

edge in that important brancly of seientific re- 
| search, and mechanics have increased the fa- 
| cilities for production, and the means of ac-

consequently analyze its construction with 
accuracy, 

. They write better compositions, using 
better language, containing more thoughts, 
more Clearly and connectedly expressed.

Trading in Italian Boys 


The Duke of Parma issued on the 27th of 
Qctober, a decree against the practice which 
fills our streets with wretched Italiag boys, 
the bearers of white mice, gyitars, and other 
pretexts for mendicancy. The Duke forbids 
his subjects to entrust children epder tatelage, 
or under the authority of their parents, te pet- 
sons who make a trade of takiag sueb ebil- 
dren to foreign countries for purposes ef lu- 
cre, and who are known to treat them ill, and 
bring them up to misery and vice. No pass- 
ports for children are henceforth to be deliv- 
ereq, except to the parents themselves. “Per- 
sons now jn foreign countries having such 
minors ander their autheri‘y, shall regtore 
then jn six months, on palin of havieg their 
preperty sequestered until they return, inde- 
pendently of the penalties they may Rage in- 
curred according to the existing laws in the 
above vocation. Persons delivering children 
as above to be taken te foreign countries, or 
those receiving them, shall bejiablete impris- 
#ament not exceeding one year, and fine not 
exceeding 1000 francs.
